In addition, 
figures for all quarters are affected by the varying incidence of pay-days in successive quarters. Allowance for the varying 
incidence of pay-days and for seasonal factors has been made in calculating the seasonally adjusted estimates. It should also 
be noted that seasonal adjustment factors were estimated from a series adjusted to allow for the effects of major awards and 
determinations of Federal and State industrial authorities. The effects of these awards and determinations are retained in the 
seasonally adjusted data. A detailed description of the methods of seasonal adiustment is given in Seasonally Adjusted 
indicators (1308.0). 
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SURVEYS OF WEEKLY EARNINGS AND HOURS 


Surveys conducted for the last pay-period in October each year provide statistics of average weekly earnings 
(i.e. gross earnings before taxation and other deductions) and average weekly hours paid for. Statistics for einployees in the 
Australian Capital Territory were first collected in October 1972. The surveys exclude members of the defence forces, 
employees in agriculture, employees of private households employing staff and employees of private employers (other than 
hospitals) not subject to payroll tax. For detailed statistics, explanatory notes and definitions encerning the survey, reference 
should be made to publications containing survey results (6303.0 and 6304.0).
